First, we should offer to the Senate and 
the Chief Executive a tariff bill framed 
on Republican lines which will increase the 
revenues of our country. If this should be 
rejected by either the Senate or the Execu- 
tive it will become our duty to present again 
a measure directing the Executive, through 
the Secretary of the Treasury, to pay out 
silver where it is now lawful to pay our ob- 
ligations in silver; and thereby in that way 
to break the endess chain referred to by 
the President in his late message. 

I am opposed to the retiring of the green- 
backs, thereby contracting the currency, 
putting us at the mercy of the moneyed in- 
terests, and. issuing instead thereof bonds 
drawing interest, necessarily piling up the 
public debt in a time of peace. 

From best advices, I should say a tariff 
bill will be offered as above indicated, but 
I do not think it will become a law. 

It is possible that a short time people’s 
loan at a low rate of interest, payable in 
coin, meaning gold or silver, may be made.

Senate Blocks the Way. 

I do not believe there will be any important 
‘financial legislation at the present session of 
Congress unless the difficulty arising from 
the Venezuelan incident should make it nec- 
esary to adopt some bill to give the President 
authority to make an advantageous loan for 
military purposes. If a bond measure be- 
comes necessary I should favor the policy of 
giving the citizens of. this country the first 
opportunity to buy the same, making the 
bonds of small denominations, and adopting 
a system of negotiation which would enable 
private citizens all over the country easily 
to obtain them. I believe that the greatest 
cause of our financial troubles lies in the 
lack of revenue produced by the Wilson bill, 
and I should favor remedying the difficulty 
by making some conservative tariff legisla- 
tion and leaving the responsibility upon the 
President to sign it.. I should not favor a 
bond issue unless the necessity was imme- 
diate and plainly apparent. As to the prob- 
ability of financial legislation, much depends 
upon the attitude of the advocates of free 


They can get up a panic any time they wish 
to in Wall street. There seems to be an im- 
pression in some quarters that all the busi- 
ness interests of the country revolve about 
that center. The depreciations in stocks 
there do not mean anything as offset against 
the vast financial strength of the United 
States. I do not look for any panic. 

I do not think it will be possible to enact 
any measure looking to an issue of bonds. 
I do believe, however, there may be a revenue 
bill-brought in that will look to the reénact- 
ment of the duties on wool, probably on iron, 
possibly on cotton, and upon the full line of 
agricultural products. This will aid the 
country in meeting any deficit. This, I think, 
covers the situation.

SLEEPER FOR NEXT OHIO SPEAKER. 


Now Has Fifty-five Votes Pledged to 
His Candidacy. 

Cincinnati, O., Dec. 22.—[Special.]—David 
L. Sleeper of Athens County will be the next 
Speaker of the Ohio House of Representa- 
tives. Nine of Hamilton County’s ten Rep- 
1esentatives met at the Young Men's Blaine 
club yesterday afternoon, and after an 
hour’s conference decided to vote unani- 
mously for Mr. Sleeper. George Hafer, the 
absentee, will vote for Boxwell. The candi- 
date appeared in person. He said he had re- 
ceived written pledges from forty-eight Rep- 
resentatives to vote for himincaucus. Fif- 
ty-five votes are required to nominate. 

Alexander Boxwell, ex-Speakcr, and Sleep- 
er’s only opponent, claims fifty-one votes. 

Leaving out all consideration of claims by 
either candidate the influence wielded by 
Hamilton County delegation is sufficient to 
bring enough others into line to elect the 
man chosen by that delegation.

There is confidence 
enough in the government to bring out all 
the greenbacks and Sherman notes, and all 
the gold that might be needed, on pledges to 
pay for the bonds at maturity with good 
money, every dollar of which would have 
the same value as the currency unit of 
today. It would be no wonder that people 
should be unwilling. to surrender gold 
money in exchange for an evasively-worded 
promise to pay at some future time, which 
may mean 60-cent silver dollars. 

If Congress has not the wisdom or states- 
manship to handle this matter properly one 
of two courses will be open te the govern- 
ment. The first is to suspend specie pay- 
ments till such time as it is able to redeem 
in gold its greenbacks and Shermans, in 
which case gold would continue to be the 
standard of values, the paper-currency sink- 
ing only to a moderate discount, practically 
a payment of interest for the money during 
the time specie payment was suspended. 

_ "Phe second plan would be to undertake to 
redeem in silver, Then we should slump 
at once to the 50-cent silver standard to 
which 16 to 1 demagogues in Congress seem 
determined to force the country. The lat- 
ter evil would be by far the greater, but to 
voluntarily incur the first might be to entail 
the second, as one never knows how far 
short of the bottem the stone will stop when 
once it. begins to roll down a steep hill, If 
‘our bankers and business-men wish to avoid 
the mischief which menaces the country, 
and have any influence with members of 
Congress, they should at once use that in- 
fluence to urge the necessity of pursuing 
the straightforward, manly course of offer- 
ing to pay in as good money as that which it 
is desired to borrow. If this were agreed 
to by Congress there would be little trouble 
with the redemption of the greenbacks or 
the Sherman notes, as very few people, ex- 
cept importers, want to get gold in exchange 
for paper when they do not entertain the 
doubt that the paper would be duly honored 
if presented for redemption in money equal 
te gold in value.

THE FANIC AND NATIONAL FINANCES. 
Some of the wiseacres are said to be esti- 
mating that the scare of last week in the 
speculative markets has cost this country a 
thousand million of dollars. This is a 
wild exaggeration. It is not likely that the 
selling on both sides of the Atlantic 
amounted to as much as 400 million, and 
25 per cent on that would be the outside 
limit of loss that can be supposed to have 
been suffered by those who were unwise 
enough to sell on a panic when they could 
have held-on and the others who were forced 
te let go because of exhausted margins. 
There is no loss on the properties them- 
selves. They are worth just as much aa 
before. The railroads, for instdnce, will 
not carry a single ton of freight or a single 
passenger less on account of the position 
by President Cleveland on the 
Venezuelan question, and his message can- 
not be figured out as a real or fancied cause 


for one-tenth as much interruption to com- 


merce and productive industry as resulted 
from the Fain-storms of last week. 

The speculators got a glimmering of the 
truth in this direction Saturday and there 


Wasa reaction in prices. They now begin 


to understand, that the United States has 
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menace. of injury to this country, lies in 
conditions which are much more than a 
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in regard to possibilities of war between 
the United States and Great Britain. The 
welcome rain covered a vast extent of terri- 
tery, including the larger part of the 
Mississippi Valley, and beyond it in the 
eastern direction, and the downpour was a 
phenomenally copious one, being fully 
double the average of rainfall for previous 
Decembers. The aggregate gain of the 


land from the clouds in the few days was 


from six to eight inches. As this was far 
more than the natural or artificial drainage 
could carry off immediately the result was 
a widespread submergence. In and around 
Chicago many square miles of ground 
were flooded so deeply that wooden side- 
walks were floated off, Nicholson pavement 
disturbed in the street, scores of thousands 
of people reduced to the condition of “ wad- 
era,” transportation of freight temporarily 
suspended, and that of passengers in city 
and country badly interfered with. A por- 
tion of the water that fell in Chicago and 
vicinity rushed down the Desplaines and 
through the Drainage Channel, and other 
vast volumes poured through the river into 
the lake, carrying with it thousands of tons 
of sewage and other refuse to the neighbor- 
hood of the lake cribs and endangering the 
health of the people by a contamination of 
the water supply of the city. 

The. prodigious amount of rainfall thus 


caused an untold amount-of damage aud. 


annoyance, but “ it did a world of good,” 
and the benefit far outweighs the mischief 
done. The result in Chicago is a cleaning 
‘of the streets and alleys and a scouring out 
of the sewers. The gain in the country is 
much greater, The condition of the grow- 
ing winter wheat has been vastly improved 
all over the Southwest, Illinois, Indiana, 
and States farther east, most of which areas 
were badly in need of moisture. Snow sev- 
eral inches in depth now covers a great part 


ef the southwestern wheat fields, guarantee-. 


ing protection against f weather, 
and the ground in the north west is sufficient- 
ly wetted down to provide the moisture 
necessary to a good growth of the crops 


next year. All over the immense area 


visited in the North, South, East, and West 
the rainfall was far more than enough thor- 
oughly to saturate the soil, and the overplus 
has run or is'‘now running off into the 


streams, filling them up from an unusually - 


low stage to the abundance of former sea- 
sons. The Mississippi River rose eleven 
feet Thursday night alone at St. Louis and 
sixteen feet at Montgomery, Mo. The riv- 
ers generally are full, some of them to over- 
flowing, thousands of the smaller lakes aré 


filling up, and the great lake system may’ 


be expected to show an important rise in 
levels as a consequence of the rainfall of 
last week. Hence there will be a distinct 
gain to the business of lake navigation. 
next summer, vessels being able to carry’ 
heayier cargoes and at cheaper rates per 
ton than they could have done but for this 
addition to the volume of water in the lakes. 


EXTRAVAGANCE OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 

Mr. Thornton, one of the members of the 
Board of Education, says that he is not in 
favor of the retrenchment of expenses, be- 
cause “there is no emergency.” Mr. 
Thornton thinks the appropriation made of 
seven and a half millions, together with the 
$600,000 received from the State and other 
sources, ought to be enough to cover all 
expenses. So it ought, and more, too 
There should have been a large saving out 
of such a revenue. That does not seem to 
be Mr. Thornton’s opinion, however. He 
says that the coming levy is going to be 
nearly a million dollars larger than the 
last one. 

The taxpayers will be frightened when 
they hear this jaunty talk. They will won- 
der where the board is going to stop, if it 
ever does stop. In the spring of 1891 the 
board, having before it the school census 
of 1890, which showed 300,000 children be- 
tween 6 and 21, asked for $5,000,000. In 
the spring of this year, though the schodl 
census of 1894 showed 403,000 children, or 
an increase of 33 per cent, it called on the 
taxpayers for $7,500,000, or an increase of 
50 per cent. 

The expenses outstrip the increase in the 
number of children simply because of the 
wild extravagance of the hoard and its 
belief that the public will stand any tax, 
no matter how heavy it may be, which is 
labeled “‘ for educational-purposes.” 

The appropriation of last year was too 
tere. The one for this year ought not to 

be larger, and could be made smaller with- 
out hurting the schools. Is not there one 
member of the board who will lift his voice 
against this proposed addition of a-mnillion 
to the tax levy? Whoever does that may 
not .gain popularity with*the friends of 
fads, With “ special teachers,” or men who 
haye school gites to sell, but the taxpayers 
will applaud him. -
